Great Britain cannot possibly 
see Japan crushed and that although 
not called upon t > interfere by the 
terms of the Anglo-Japanese treatv, 
and that while hostilitie- may be con­ 
fined to the two nations, yet in the 
event of Japan suffering a great naval 
defeat Great Britain would be almost 
compelled to go to her assistance. 
Baron Hayashi, the Japanese min 
later, makes an interesting reference 
to the report from St. Petersburg thai 
peace is likely to be settled by tfu 
Russian Christmas.

“That implies the belief, according 
to Russian expectation, that Japan 
will give her reply much quicker than 
the czar's government has been able 
to do.

The Wright 
brothers inventors of the flying m.t- 
chin>- which has attracted such wide­ 
spread attention, have made a state­ 
ment of the two successful trials made 
by them. 
Dee. 17. between 10:30 and noon, 
four flights were made, two by Or­ 
ville 
Wright 
and 
two by 
Wilbur 
Wright. 
The starts were all m ale 
from a podnt on the level and about 
2u0 feet west of our camp, a quarter 
of a mile north of Kllldevll sandhill, 
in Dare county, N C. 
The wind ha 1 
a velocity of 27 miles an hour at 10 
o'clock and 24 miles an hour at noon. 
The flight was made directly against 
the wind 
Each time the machine 
started from the level ground by its 
own power with no assistance from 
gravity or 
other 
source 
whatever 
After a run of about 40 feet along a 
mono-rail track, which held the ma­ 
chine eight inches from the ground, 
it rose from the track and under the 
direction of the operator climbed up­ 
ward on an inclined 
course 
until 
eight or ten feet from the ground was 
reached, after which the course was 
kept as near horizontal as the wind 
gusts and the limited skill of the op­ 
erator would permit. 
Into the teeth 
of a December gale the “flyer” made 
its way forward with a speed of l ft 
miles an hour over the ground and of 
30 to 35 miles an hour through the air. 
It had previously been decided that 
for reasons of personal safety these 
first trials should be made as close to 
the ground as possible. 
The succeed­ 
ing flights increased In length and at 
the fourth trial a flight of 59 seconds 
was made in which the machine flew* 
a little more than half a mile through 
the air and a distance of more than 
852 feet over the ground. 
Only those who are acquainted with 
practical aeronautics can appreciate 
the difficulties of attempting the first 
trials of a flying machine In a 25-mile 
gale. 
As winter was already set in, 
w*e should have posti>oned our trials 
to a more favorable season, but for 
the fact that we were determ ine^ be­ 
fore returning home to know whether 
the machine possessed sufficient pow­ 
er to fly. sufficient strength to with­ 
stand the shock ( >t landing and suffi­ 
cient control to make flight safe in 
boisterous winds as well as in calm 
air 
When these points had been es­ 
tablished the age of the flying ma­ 
chine had come at last 
From the beginning we have em­ 
ployed entirely new principles of con­ 
trol. and as all the experiments have 
heon conducted at our own expense, 
without assistance from any individ­ 
ual or institution, we do not find ready 
at present to give out any pictures or 
detailed description of tho machine.
